Hurricane Gate At

The hurricane gate at Canal 
Point will be closed for three 
weeks while the United States 
Engineers build a cofferdam on 
each side of it so that water can 
be pumped out and the gate given 
a complete overhaul and paint job 

Workmen out of the Clewiston 
office of Engineers were at Canal 
Point yesterday morning starting 
their work. It is estimated that 
the work will be fully completed 
soon. after the middle of June. 

The gate, a massive steel struc- 
ture weighing many tons, will .be 
given thorough scraping and 
cleaning before any new paint is 
added. Whatever repair is needed 
will be done while the cofferdam 
is around the gate. 

The Canal Point gate is one of a 
series of hurricame gates on the 
eastern and southern shore of 
Leke Okeechobee which help to 
control the big body of water dur- 
ing hurricane season. When hur- 
ricane winds roar and the vast 
body of water begiris to roll it is 
then that the gates are closed 
making a continuous, dike for 
many miles on the eastern and 
southern shore of the lake—pro- 
viding safety and security to the

Loans Available 
For Storage Bldgs. 


Loans are available to eligible 
farmers in this county, for erect- 
ing tacilities for storage on the 
farm. Eligible farmers are ten? 
nants: landlords; owner-operator; 
or partnership of producers. Loans 
will‘also be available to landlords 
who rent their land on a cash 
rental basis. 

Loars may be obtained for con- 
structing storage facilities for 
storing corn, grain, sorghum, soy 
beans, rice, peanuts, and pasture 
grass seed. S 

The storage facility must be an 
approved movable structure, and 
must te needed for storage of 
commodities in which the borrow- 
er has an interest. 

The loans are obtained from the 
Com:nodity Credit Corporation for 
a maximum term of approximate- 
ly five years, payable in equal an- 
nual principal payments. The max- 
imum smount of the loan shall be 
85 percent of the cost of the build- 
ing, or 45c per bushel of the rated 
capacity, whichever is less, and 
will bear interest at rate of: four 
per cent per annum.
